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DR. J. MARION SIMS. 


Details of the Sudden Death of the 
Eminenturgeon, 

A Brief Sketch of His Life—One of the Great= 
est Surgical Discoverers and Operators of 
the Age—Honored by the Profession of 
Both Hemispheres. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

New YorRK, November 14.—Dr. J. Marion Sims, 
whose death was announced in yesterday's P.-D., 
founder of the Women’s Hospital, ana a surgeon 
whose fame is worid-wide, died suddenly at his 
residence, No. 267 Madison avenue, yesterday 
morning. Hewas in the seventy-first year of his 
age. Dr. Sims was prostrated by a very severe 
attack of pneumonia three years ago, and he 
sank so low in that illness that his family and 


physicians thought for a while that he would 
die. He rallied, bowever, and recovered 
almost entirely, as it seemed, from the 
attack. The piercing cold weatner of fall and 
winter in thisclimaie was more than he could 
endure and he arranged to spend his winters in 
lialy. He was to have sailed for Europe with his 
fanuly on Saturday of this week, en route for his 
Italian residence. He had even planned to sail a 
week ago, but was prevailed upon to stay and 
perform an important Mt promgene He said on 

Qaday that he had not felt so well in a year, and 
was in the best of spirits. In the evening of the 
same day, with his son, Dr, Henry Marion Sims, 
h.e attended a patient and on his return sat down 

TO WRITE HIS AUTOBIOGRAPRY, 
about one-half of which he had 
ished, He complained of a litile pain 
over his heart, but continued to write. He re- 
tired but was restless during the night and shortly 
before 3 o’clock yesterday morning he turnea up 
the gas and wrote for a time in bed. A little 
lzAer his wife noticed that he was breathingin a 
peculiar manner and hastened to call his son. 
When sDr. H. Marion Sims reached the bedside 
his father gave one short breath and expired ag 
3:15 a.m. A post-mortem examination of the 
body made by Dr. Peabody, assisted by Dr. 
Welch and in the presence of Drs. Loomis, 
Wyett and Wiley, showed that death re- 
suited from disintegration of the mus- 
cular fibres in the coronal artery of the 
heart. Dr. Sims leaves a widow and six children. 
Medical men in South Carolina have tor many 
years taken pride in claiming Dr. Sims as a ua- 
tive of that State. He was born in the Lancaster 
District, just south of the North Caroliua bound- 
ary line, on January 25, 1813. Such opportunities 
as were given him to get an education he im- 
proved zealously, and at the age of 19 he received 
a diploma as a graduate from the South Carolina 
CoHege. Subsequently he 

STUDIED MEDICL\E IN CHARLESTON, 
and from there went to 
where he took a full course at the Jef- 
ferson Medical Colicge. He went to 
Montgomery, Ala., iu 1836 and began to practice, 
turning his atcention particularly to surgery. 

On ember 21, 1836, he married Eliza Theresa, 
daughter of Dr. Bartlett Jones of Lancaster, 8. C, 
He is credited with having anneunced to the pro- 
fession in 1845a new theuory of the nature and 
origin of trismus nuascentium, about which he 
published various articies in the American Journal 
of Medical Science. The idea of curing vesico 
vaginal fisiul then an incurable disease, 
originated wilt Dr. Sims, and for the 
purpose of demonstrating his theories 
be established a private’ hospital for 
women in Montgomery. Inthe course of his ex- 
periments he invented many new iiistruments, 
one of which was a speculum that still bears his 
name, The peculiarity of Dr. Sims’ successful 
} treatment of the particular ailment spoken of was 
pre substitution of silver wire for silken sutures, 
‘In after years he: extended the use of metalhe 
}Sulures to every department of surgery where 
sutures are required. A serious illness prostraied 
‘Dr. Sims in 1849, and he failed so persistently 
during the following two years that in 
eovery was pereeieen oh He never 
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arrival in New York,in May, 184, he delivered 
ao address m that subject. His ideas gave 
rise to a great aeal of discussion, and so much 
position that one time Dr. Sims thought of 
a a his project. His wile, however, en- 
couraged him by her strong faith in the ultimate 
success of his efforts, and he resumed the fight 
with renewed earnestness. A public meeting 
was held, and Drs. Edward Delafield, 
Jotun W. Francis, Valentine Mott, Alexander ly. 
stevens, Horace Green, J. Marion Sims, Peter 
Cooper and Erastus ©. Benedict were appointed a 
committee to organize a hospital for the treai- 
ment of the diseuses of women. From this move- 
ment was developed the Woman’s Hospital Asso- 
ciation. Dr. Sims workea with heroic Zeal to 


j advanee the interests of bis great project and he 


received valuable aid from many other prominent 
practitioners and ladies and gentiemen of this 
city. Me went abroad and studied the architect- 
ural desigus and systems of management of 
similar iustitutions, and the hospitaliu this city 


was 

PLANNED UPON HIS SUGGESTIONS. 
Dr. Sims’ reception in Europe was of the most 
cordial and flattering eharacter. By special imvi- 
tations he operated in several of the great hos- 
pitals iu Paris, Brussels, London and Dublin. and 
his extraordinary success solicited the warmest 
praise from some of tue most eminent practition- 
ers in Europe. He was greeted in many places 
as one of the greatest surgical discoverers and 
operators Of theage. The French people were 
especially impressed with him, and the French 
Goverument conferred upon him the 
order of Koight of the Legion 
Houor. Honors were also paid to him 
by the King of Belgium and subsequently he was 
decorated by the Llalian, Spanish and rortaguese 
Governments. Wheo the Franco-Prussian war 
broke out, Dr. Sims was induced to take charge 
of the Anglo-American ambulance corps as sUr- 
geon-in-chief. This was the first ambuiance corps 
Lo arrive at Sedan, where it rendered services of 
incalculabie vaiue, and the fame of Dr. Sims was 
greatly euhanced by the heroism, energy, and re- 
markabie skill displayed by him. He was theola- 
est man who left Paris in tue ambulance service. 
Dr. Sims 

BUILT UP A LARGE PRACTICE 

in France and Beigium, where his services were 
in constant demand among people of weaith and 
bigh social standmmg. In 1875 he was elected 
President of the American Medical Association, 
which is regaraea by many as the highest honer 
that any medical wan can achieve in the Unined 
States. He was a member of the county medical 
society, of the Pathological and Surgical societies, 
the Academy of Medicine and the Neurological 
Society. Dr. Sims’ mosi important literary works 
are “Trismus Nascentium,” “Silver Sutures 19 
Surgery,” “Clinical Notes on Uterine Surgery,” 
“The icruscope in the Sterile Condition,” 
a “History of the Discovery of Anwsthesia,” 
“Treatise on Ovariatomy,” “Intra Uterine Fibro 
Tumors,” and his Ceniennial address before the 
medical society in Philadelphia June 6. 1876. Dr. 
Sims’ mventions and discoveries have created @ 
pew era in medicine, and throughout the world he 
is recognized as Whe father of gyueco.ogy.

A CLOTHING STAMP, 


By Which a Dead Burglar Was 
Identified. 


George Stone, the Qu et, Gentlemanly Lodg= 
er, Shot by a Bank Cashier—Recollections 
of His Boyhood Days—His Family and His 
Home. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 
New York, November 14.—The burglar who 
was shot by Homer M. Choate, the cashier of the 
Seaboard Bank of this city, as he was escaping 
from Mr. Choate’s house in Newark early Satur- 
day morning, was identified yesterday by the 
name of the clothing firm of “Devlin & Co.,” 
which was stamped inside the collar of bis coat. 
Chief of Police Meldrum, of Newark, sent Detec- 
tive Smith to the establishment named, and one 
of the cutters discovered the name “Geo, Stone” 
writien on the inside of the loop in the back. By 
referring to the order book it was 
founa that a suit of cloties had been made fora 
man by that name who had left direetious te have 
them delivered at No. 25 Market street. When 
inquiry was made at No. 25 Market street the 
housekeeper, Mrs. Wallace, gave a reporier a his- 
tory o: the man so far as she Knew. “Mr, Stone 
first came to my house in the early part of last 
May,” she said. “He Was anxious to secure a 
quiet room down town and Was willing to pay 
well for apartinemts that suited him. L wus im- 
pressed with the belief that 
HE WAS A BESPECTABLE MAN. 
He did not bring ang relerences, but when 
speaking about them be said that there were many 
better men ip the world than biimsel!, and laugh- 
ingly added thathe was not the worst. After 
showing lim my vacant rooms, he concluded to 
engage the front apartment op tle top thor, and 
paid me $2 inadvance forthe frst week. e 
then suid, ‘My name is George Stone, and I trust 
we will get aione nicely gether.’ He has been 
with us ever since, and 1 do not remember of his 
remaining away over oigh! but a few Limes, when 
he said that he would be obliged to 
go to Boston or Philadelphia on busivess 
and would probably not return foraday or two, 
Sione was «a quiet, Uvassuiming man, and unless 
there was something to bring about a conversa 
tion he had very little to say, He conaucted him 
self in a most gentlemanly manner aud was what 
is considered a desirable lodger. He always 
maintained that he was not in active Dusiness and 
expiained that he received a private income from 
his father’s estate. Mr. Stone ieft the’ house on 
Friday afternoon at 4 o’clock. He appeared some- 
what agitated and Was evidently 
ANXIOUS TO LEAVE THE HOUSE. 

He came inw the sitting-room aud hauced me the 
Key to his room, sayimy that he was in a hurry. 
He wore the coat in which his dead body was 
ioupd. lLeould not believe that Mr. Stone bad 
been shot «8 a burglar, and even bow it is too 
much to believe thut the body which now lies in 
the morgue at Newark is that of the man Whw has 
been sucu a gentiemauly inmate of my Louse.” 

At this poiutin the conversation Miss Nellie 
Watiace, the 17-year-old daughter om iandlaay, 
entered the room, having ju returued 
from Newark, where sie bad viewed the body of 
tue burglar. “ii’s George, motier.” the young 
lady said, as she unbuttoved,ber sack. recog- 
nized tis face the moment the white cloth was 
iuited from the coffin.

The Markets. 
FORENOON SESSION, CLOSING AT 1 P. M. 

The shipments of wheat by the St. Lonis and 
New Orleans Barge Line, via the river, for 
European export, were only 493,640 bu from July 
1 to November 1, 1883, while for the same time 


last year they amounted to 4,709,918 bu, or very 


near ten times as much. This shews what a dull 


year and short (7) crop of wheat nas 
done for the export trade of St. Louis. 
——To-morrow ends the season of summer 
storage for grain in Chicago. From that date till 
April 15, 1884, grain will accumulate storage in the 
usual way upto 4c perbu and then cease to be- 
come more expencive to holders, except in the 
items of insugance and interest.—_The difference 
in value between cash and May wheat in Chicago 
is about 914c per bu. Say it takes 4%,c¢ per bu te 
carry the cash wheat from to-morrow into May, 
that leaves 4%,¢ per bu more to puy for insurance 
and interest. This vould pay the capitalist who 
carries the wheat over 7 per cent. interest on his 


money for carrying the wheat five and a- 
months.—— Walker, the New York produce otal 
istician, reports the amount of wheat on land and 
sea November 3 a8 50,337,678 bus against 47,952,352 
the previous week and 48,668,426 bu two weeks 
earlier. He places the amotint on passage for the 
United Kingaom at 15,304,000 bu and for the 
Continent 3,904,000 bu. This same authority 
gives an increase of 2,000,000 bu in corn afloat 
and ashore.——Another report has it that the vis- 
ible supply of Wheat on November 10 will show 
an increase of 1,000,000 bu over November 3, 
bringing the amount up toover 32,000,000 bu.—— 
S. Dreyfus, of New York, wires: “Cables say 2,000,- 
000 bu more Russian wheat on passage than last 
week,’”’—— It will not take many more such bright, 
frosty nights and cold days as we are having now 
Fay new corn into shape for grading No. 2.— 
“Yes,” said Dick Roper, with a sigh, “I could go 
out on the road and drum up a good option trade 
for any commission house, was it not that my 
hame is soinfernal suggesirve,”——Only 40,000 
hogs in Chicago this morning. They say there 
were a number of double-barreled hogs in the 
West last year.——They do say that Dan Keys, of 
the National Stock Yards, is the cham- 
pion euchre player of the West, and 
is open to all challenges at that came. 
The early English cable came in 3@6d higher for 
wheat this morning, butthis advance haa been 
discounted yesterday alternoon, so that the re- 
poreee advance cut nofigure. The weather was 
rilliant throughout nearly the whole country and 
the cold wave trom Dakota had lowered the tem- 
perature toa heavy overcoat basis. Receipts 
were moderate, but there was enough 
statistical information fired into che full ranks, 
in the shape of a 50,000,000 supply of wheat in 
sight and a heavy increase in the visible of this 
country and on ;passage to Europe, to utterly de- 
moralize their forces, while stiffening the temper 
of the bears. This fine weather and the extraor- 
dinary amount in sight was tou much for the 
market, and it declined. New York opened firm, 
but did not hold long, while Chicago 
dropped %&%@ic in_ a short time after the 
opening, all o.her markets stringing along after, 
while later and private cables came in, reporting 
wheat quiet aud unchanged. A few sues of Jan- 
uary Was made in the home market \%c better at 
$1 04%, but it at once dropped to $1 04%, and soon 
after went to $1 044%, While December and May 
sold 4c lower at $1 U2@1 02% and $1 10% respect- 
ively. Atiter these rates were reached the market 
ruled unsettied, but recovered irregularly about %. 
The market weakened again after the noon call,

THE NEWSRBOYS’ HOME. 


An Expianation of the Tree Aims and Pur- 
poses ofr the Work. 

The ladies baving in charge the work of estab- 
lishing the home for newsboys are striving ear- 
nestiy to make the benefit entertainments next 
week successful, aud are also endeavoring in oth- 
er ways to place the pian on a firm basis. In con- 
versition with a Posr-DIsPATCH reporter, one of 
the lady managers said she thought there was a 
general misapprehension on the part of the public 
with respect to the true end and object 


of the work. It is not the intention to establish a 
home for the boys ip tue sense of a lodging and 
bourding place, but rather headquarters where 
they can spend their leisure hours and be brought 
ui.der elevating lufluences. 

The second and third stories of the building in 
which the Woman's Exchange is iocatea have 
been secured and will be fitted up tn comfortable 
and attractive style. Ample opportunities for im- 
provement in the way of books for read- 
ing and study will be provided, while at 
the sume time the boys ay use the 
rooms to vat lunches in and for social enjvymeut. 
The ladies alse include in the plan at leastan 
hour every day in which instruction or entertain- 
nent Of seme Kind will be given in order to interest 
tie boys and hoid them. A registration book will be 
placeu in the rooms, and each boy will be required 
to register, so that if any of them fall to appear for 
seVvér.l days tlie ladies will search them out, and, 
in case ot sickness, will see that the 
proper. care is given them. Quite a 
number of boys haye been found who have no 
homes of any description, and who sleep in goods 
Loxes aud on dvor-steps. Proper lodgings will be 
provided for all such cases. In Loui-ville, sev- 
eral kiudly disposed officers of militia gave regu- 
lar lessons in drilling to the boys, and iu this way 
Features of this Kind, caicu- 
lated to inerease the influence of the home, will 
be introduced when found practicable. The work 
is nething more than an effort to improve the con- 
dition of the gamins, to cu:tivate their minds as 
far as possible, and to bring them under good 
moral influences. The ladies wish to avoid un- 
dertaking too great and expensive a plan at the 
beginning, and will add to and improve the home 
as the needs of the work demands,

A large audience gathered at the Four Courts 
yesterday afternoon, in anticipation of a lively 
session of the Police Board, Dr. Lutz came in 
first and hid himself in the Board Room fifteen 
minutes pefore the time announced for the meet- 
ing. Then Mayor Ewing and Mr. Gooding walked 
in at the front door and marched up the long cor- 
ridor between the police offices, in a sort of 
triumphal procession.

Woodward, toalight,and then showed him the 
way to the Council chamber, which be had never 
entered before. Tne meeting organized promptly 
at3p.m Mr. Caruth openea proceedings by in- 
troducing a resolution that thie Board appeal in 
the deeision of the Court of Appeals reinstating 
Campbell, and that the matter be taken to the Su- 
preme Court.
